There is no formula, however, for 
judging the course of nafionat-devel- 
opment. The most cautious forecast 
may prove extravagant, and the most 
optimistic may fall far short of actual 
accom ment, Sixty years ago 
President Lincoln pointed out, in his 
second annial message to Congress, 
that the population of the United 
Slates in 1920 would exceed 186,000,000 
if the rate of Increase continued to be 
as greatas it had been between 1790 
and 1860. “The United States did ree- 
ord amazing progress but the popula- 
tion in 1920 failed by some 80,000,000, 
to reach the number mentioned in 
Lincoln's message. 

Again, achievement may just as 
strikingly outstrip anticipation. = In 
1898 the renowned seientist, Sir Wil- 
liam Crookes, delivered a very impres- 
sive statement-on “The Wheat Prob- 
lem” as his presidential address be- 
fore the British ASsociation for the 
Advancement of Science, Reviewing 
the prospective sourtes from which 
the world might draw increased sup- 
plies of wheat, the speaker stated that 
“the most trustworthy estimates give 
Canada a wheat areaof not more than 
6,000,000 acres in the next twelve 
years, increasing to a maximum of 
12,000,000 acres in twenty-five years.” 

The passing of twenty-five years has 
shown this estimate to be too conser- 
vative, Canada’s wheat area reach- 
ed the estimated maximum of 12,000,- 
000 acres considerably in advance of 
expeciation, and continued to increase. 
In 1923 an aren of more than 22,672,000 
acres was sown to wheat, and West- 
ern Canada still possessed many ad- 
ditional niillions of acres of uneulti- 
vated land.

meter is now celebrating {ts fourth 
centenary. ; 

Four hundred years ago someone 
invented the spiral spring which made 
the “portable clock’ possible, and 
crafismen in’ France and Germany 
manufactured the first watches. 

Francois 1. of France was probably ! 
one of the Orst possessors of a watch. 
It was a massive affair, and perhaps 
somewhat of a bucden to His Majesty, 
but it. was regarded as a marvel of 
mechanism in those days. 

The watch with the luminous dial, 
from which the time may,be told in 
the dark, had a pumber of strange 
prototypes. One of the most curious 
was the timekeeper invented by a 
celebrated member of the French 
Academy, M. de Villayer. He had 
constructed a clock which, face up- 
wards, was attached to the head of his 
bed. In the place of the figures’ mark- 
ing the hours there were small cups, 
which, sunk inio the dial, were filled 
with twelve different kinds of spices. 
In the night M. de Villayer would 
moister a finger, pass it along the 
pointer, dip it into the cup to whieh it 
pointed, and taste the spice. The 
cinnamon might stand for three 
o'clock, nutmeg for four o'clock, and 
so on, Sometimes, however, the 
spices got mixed with direful results 
to M. de Villayer’s chronological reck- 
oning. °
